A- 
prill 1649. 4s 4 day of Humiliation to implore Gads forgiveneſſe 
for the ingratitnde of the People, Who did not ſufficiently achnow- 
ledge with thankefulnefſe Gods great Mercies uponthis Land in 
freeing them from Monarchy , .and beſtowing liberty upon them , 
by changing Kingly Government into a Free State or Repnblique. 
The Faton Knew that to partake with them in theſe prayers, 
was to partake of their finnes. God deliver us from thoſe deceitfull 
lips, whoſe prayers are ſnares, whoſe kifles prove curſes, and whoſe 
devotion leads to damnation : Never was Faſt enjoyned with more 
ſevericy, nor negle&ed with more contempt and horror ; men ſhun- 
ning it like the finnes of Rebellion and Witchecr+fc. Befides , their 
conſciencestold them, that they never ſuffered the thouſundth part 
of the oppreſſions they now groan under. 

About this time it was debated to ſend Supplies ſor reland; . 
the predominant Grandees were defirous to \purge the Army ( as 
they had done the Houle) and ſeadthe Lev-llery ( Afſerto:s of Li. 
berry) chither : the Levellers were deſirous to keepe their ground 
here, and ſend the more mercinary enflaving and enſlaved part of 
the Army : the better to colour the deligne, Cromwell! undertook 
co be ConduRor of this expedition, and lighr them the way into 
Irelandwith his illuminated Nole - havinz taken order before hand 
that his precious {cif ſhould be recalled time enough to keep up 
his party in Exg/axd trom finking by his longer abſence ; and the 
betrer to aecommodate the bulinefſe. Lots were ſeverall t:mes caſt 
what Regiments ſhould go ; but the Lots nor falling out to the 
minds of the Generall Councell of Officers , they caſt Lots again 
and again,untill fortune agreed with their defires : This being dif. 
covered, a printed Paper was ſcattered about the ftreers, 26, April 
1649. as followeth, 


A LL Worthy Officers and Souldiers who are yet mindful that you 

engaged not as a meer mercinary Army hyred to ſerve the Ar- 
bitrary ends of a Conncell of State ; but took up Arms in Judgment 
and Conſcience in behalf of your oWn, and the peoples jut _— and 
i zberties ; 
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Liberties; you may ſee plainly by the proceedings of Colonel Hewfon 
with his Regiment that the d:ſigne of y aur grand Officers is,to reduce 
the Army into a meer mercinary 4nd ſervile temper, that fball obey 
all their commands, withant ſo much as asking a quetion for Conſty- 
ence ſakes. Intending by this blind 9h:Hence in you tomake you be 
whatſoever they ſhall find requiſit+ to eſtabliſh their oWn abſolute 
power over the Common-wealth, yea though it be to cut off your beſt 
friends , or perpetuate this their own Paritament a14 ( cuncell of 
Statetthings (o evidently d:ſtruftive to your own and che Peoples juſt 
Rights and Liberties as nothing can be more. 

And for compaſſing whereof, you know they have long ſince dife 
ſolved the Agitators, and erefted a Councel! among? themſelves , 
by which they have moulded the Parliament and 4 Conacell of State 
to their own wills; both which, are to b: 4s a'creen between the 
Penple and your Grandees to make the world beleive they dae nothing 
but by order of Parliament, and Conncell of State when they order 
all things themſelves ; and indeed are confederated together to de- 
fend andproteF# each other ju their defrauding and enflauing the 
Communwealth. : 

T his they have long aymed at but cannot poſſibly effeft irguntil they 
reduce the Army to a ſervile and baſe temper,wwhich they have been 
laboring ts bring to paſs a long time;as by , icking quvrrels with moſt 
Officers and Souldiers, that have manifcſted any ſence of © ommon 
Right, and ſo vexing them and wearying them out of Troops and 
Comparnie: And ' you know) they bave been more than once dirban- 
ding twenty of a Troup, upon pretexce »f exſing the publique charg : 
all their miſchief being ever done, after either faſting and praier, or 
upon ſome very ſpecious pretence ; but the care aud reſolution of the 
honeſt Officers and Seuldiers ever prevented this, 

But now the buſineſſe for I:c\and 'it ſeems) muſt do the deed; 
that being a ſervice that muit ve preferred before the ſetling of the 
Liberties and Fredoms of this Natinn : and all that are not for this 
ſervice muſt be eſteemed no better then Enemies and Traytors; and 
therefores an Ahab-like Faſt goeth b-fore the Lotr: are caſt: and 
Col, Hewſon falls to work and aisbauds all thoſe *ouldiers and Offi + 
cers that refuſed to engage for the ſervice of Ireland, before the li* 
berties of England (which We never trod under foot ) be reſtored to 


the people. 
| The 
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The end of thus being to be a leading caſe to all other Regiments both 
Horſe and Foot ; not that they certainly intend for Ireland , bur by 
ſuch means to berid of all ſuch as are apt to deſire to be ſatisfied in 
their Conſciences of the juſtice of the Cauſe before they engage in the 
killing and [laying of men any more; or before they ſee ſome fruits au- 
ſWerable to the blogd that hath been ſpilt. 

. And being rid of this kind of Officers and Souldiers, then to fill the 
Rigiments as this Hewſon doth,with ſuch ignorant , needy, or ſervile 
men 45 theſe miſerable times (through loſſe of trade ) have begotten. 

And this being done , then to make more ftriſt inquiry after this 
ſort of People in the Army, and all other places , ſuppreſſe meetings, 
and if that Will not doegthen to diſarme all from whom they ſuſpett the 
leaft repining or oppo(ition. | 

And therefore all thoſe Officers and Sonldzers , and all people in all 
places ere concerned ina very high natnre , even as much as the free- 
dome of the Nation is worth ; yea, as they tender the good of their 
Wives,Children,Families ana Poſterities , to venture their lives &- 
all they have , to make oppoſition againſt this the greateſt miſchiefe 
that ever was attempted ; the greateſt Treaſon that ever was com- 
mitted againſt the liberties of the People: and not to ſtand any longer 
in a miz-maze betWeene hope and feare ; for if this deſign ta;e place , 
Jour great Officers and their Confederates in Parliament and Couns« 
cell of State, Will be as ſo many Kings, Princes and Lords, and your 

ſelves and all the People , their ſlaves and vaſſals, 

T herefore keepe every man his place and Poit, and ſtir not , but jms- 
mediately chnſe you a Conncell of agitators once more to juage of 
theſe things, Without Which you ſhall never ſee a new Parliament, or 
ever be quit of theſe intolerable burdens, oppreſſions, and cruclties , 
by which the People are likg to be beggered and deſtroyed.

tators: and by vertue , and under Colour of this Eftabliſhment , 
all the Extraordinary AQtions by your Excellency , your Officers, 
and the Army have paſt ; Your refuſall ro Disbang, diſputing the 
Ocders of Parliament; Impeachment and Ejection of Eleven 
Members ; your Firſt and Second March up to London; your late 
violent Excluſion of the Major part of Members out of the 
Houle, and their Impriſonment without Cauſe, &c. which can 
no way be jaſtified from the Guilt of the higheft Treaſon , but in 
the accompliſhment of a righteous end , viz, The enzoyrrment of the 
benefit of our Lawes and Liberties which we hoped long ere this 
to have enjoyed from your hands; Yet when we conlider and 
herewith compare many of your late carriages both towards the 
Souldiery and other free People; and principally your Cruell 
Exerciſe of Marſhall Law, even to the ſentence and Execution of 
Death upon ſuch of yoar Souldiers as ſtand for the rights of that 
Engagement , &c.

And therefore, although there had neyer been any ſuch ſolemn 


Engagement by the Army, as that of June 5. 1647. which with 


your Exccllency in point of duty ought not to be. of the meaneſt 
Obligation, We do proteſt againſt your exerciſe of Martiall Law , 
againſt any whomſoever , in times of Peace, where all Courts of 
Tuſtice are open , as the greateſt encroachment upon our Lawes 
and Libertics that can be aRed againſt us ; and particularly, againſt 
the Tryall of the Souldiers of Captaine Savages Troup yelter- 
day, by a Court Martiall, upon the Articles of Warre , and fen. 
tencing two of them to death; and for no other end (as we 
underſtand ) but fo: ſome diſpute about their Pay : And the rea- 
ſon of chis our Proteſtation, is from the Petition of Right, made 
in the third year of the late King, which declareth, That no Per- 
ought te be judged by Law Martial, except in times of Warre ; 
And that all Commiſſions given toexecute Martiall Law in time 
of Peace, aye contrary tothe Lawes and Statutes of the Land, And 
it was the Parliaments complaint , That Martiuli Law was then 
commanded to be executed upon Souldiers for Robbery , Muti- 
ny, or Murder, Which Petition of Right this preſent Parliament 
in;their Jate Declarations of the 9. of Feb. and the 17. of Aarch. 
1648. commend as the moſt excellenteſt Law in Exgland; and 
there promilſe to preſerve inviolably, it, and all other the Funda - 
mentall Lawes and Liberties, concerning the preſcryation of the 
Lives, Properties, and Liberties of the People, with all things in- 
cident thereunto. And the Exerciſe of Marſhall Law in /relaxd, 
in time of Peace, was one of the chiefeſt Articles for which the 
E, of Strafford loſt his Head : The ſame by this preſent Parl. being 
judged High Treaſon. And the Parliament it ſelf, neither hy AR 
nor Ordinance, can juſtly or warrantably deſtroy the Fundamen- 
tall Liberties and Principles of the Common Law of England : 
It being a Maxim in Law and Reaſon both, that all ſuch Acts and 
Ordinances, are 52/0 fatto, null, and void in Law, and binds not at 
all,bur Ought co be refiſted and ſtood againſt to the death, And if the 
Supreme Authority may nor preſume co do this, mach lefſe may
